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Surprise Many Visitors.

MANUFACTURERS VISIT THE TOWN.

An Intellectual Peast Followed by s Lunch
and Speeches.

VIEWS OF IMPORTERS AND JOBBERS

The fame of the window glass tank at
Jeannette, which has exiended to all paris
of the United Btates, will now become
universal, A visit was paid to the towa
vesterday by several representatives of
European giass houses, aud they came away
dumfounded. With them was a party of
Piitsburg manufacturers most of whom had
s kind of an idea that Chambers & McKee
had s little experimental tank from which
they were securing little results, When
they were in the factory their minds
instantly chaoged, and they began to see
the magnitude of the establishment. They
were completely paralyzed, and came away
with an entirely different idea than they
had betore.

A special train left the Union station at
11 o’clock yesterday morning for Jeauneite
with & merry party of gentlemen represent-
ing the manufacturing interests of this city
and the glass business of the country. The
party was in charge of H. Sellers Mckee
and James A, Chambers. Trainmaster
Culp and Conductor MeGuigan took care of
the train, and the former personally acoom-
panted the pariy to its destinstion and re-
turn. Upon arriving at Jeanpeite the train
was backed down one of the sidings and the
party landed nght inside the extensive
works, After landing they staried on s
lightmin&trp!diﬁnn' and what they did
not see of the glass business cannot be wit-
messed in the world.

INSPECTING THE TANE.

The first place visited was No. 3 tank,
where the glass is mixed and melted. The
process of mixing was an object of interest
1o the purty, The taok has a capacity of
750 tons of melted glass, and is equal to
peven pots, At the rear of the tank is an
opeéning into which is thrown the mixtare
for making glsss. A jong ‘“filling in"
shovel and two men, with another man to
lower and raise the tank door, does the work
of 12 men in & pot-furnace factory. By the
emplovment of the long shovel, which is
worked on & pivot by the two men, the
gervices of a master, teasers and batch
mixers are dispensed with, In-
stead of shoveling the mixture into the
tank, the men shovel into the “filling-in"
thovel. When the latter is filled, the tank
door is opened and the shovel pushed into
the tank, One turn of the shovel dumps the
load, snd after pulling out the emptyshovel
it is ready for nnother load. The mixture is
hauled and dumped in front of the door by
8 man and & mule, The latter, by the way,
is the only unimal about the place. Horses
and wagons to convey the product from one
department to another, or from the factory to
the railroad station, is unknown, on sccount
of the admirable facilities the firm have for
handling their product,

INTO THE LOWER RECIONS.

The visitors spent considerable time look-
ing into the tank through a piece of colored
E:a. All they could see was 8 motionless

v of molten glass as placid as the waters
of & still lake. The sides and ceiling of the
tank were refleeted on the sea of glass ss if
the latter had been a mirror. General Man-
ager George E. Moore explained to the vis-
ators that the thermometer registered about
2,800 degrees inside the tank, and the place
where the party stood was about 150. Alter
imparting this cheerful information he
voluntecred to lead them down into a sub-
way under the tanks, The fat men in the
party hesituted, while the others doffed their
couts and descended into the lower region.
The roarof the gas the hot airas it came rush-
ing through the tubes, and other unearthly
noises, caused many of the visitors to think
ol Dante’s Inferno, and wonder if the scepe
before them was anything like a hereafter.
The stay was vot & protracted one, and the
wvisitors hurriedly made their exit ont of the
pit snd inte the blow house. Here were
dozens of men and boys blowing long eylin-
ders of glass, and preparing it for the flatten-
ing department. Some of the evlinders were
88x56 single strength, and from 30x30 1o H6x
70 inches double strengih. Ledving the
“Turkish bath™ department, the visitors
were conducted to the flattening house and
cuttivg room. The building is 450 feet long
by 150 deep. Iu the cutting department the
yoom has been so arranged that the light is
in front of every cutter, so rdvantage few
possess.

BIG STOCK ON HAXTD

Going into the warchodses, the visitors
were asionnded at the immense stock of
glass the company hay on hand, In one of
the honses there were stored  between 60,000
and 735,000 boxes of glass. To one side of
the buildings is a loug railroad siding upon
which 16 freight cars csn stand and be
loaded at cne time.  After passing through
all the warchouses, the crowd was taken to
the'new tank building, Three tanks are
Sow in operstion, suotlier is being built and
ground will soon be broken for two more.
The grinding nod elayhouse was the pext
place. Tn this departwent the beavy stone
slabs to be used in repairing the tanks are
made. About 4,300 blocks, cach weighing
about 450 pounds, sre stored in the house.
The mixtare room, where the sand, salt
cake, charepal, ete., are mixed together,
wus the pext place olinterest and after secing
everything, the party went to inspect the
lint glasshouse of McKee Brothers, Among
the departments of intervst seen here was a2
small flint tank. 1t resembled a puddling
furpace in a rolline will, and ualike the
continuous tank, it bas to be refiil=d eve
Buturday nignt. The produet of this tan
s used 1o the manufacture of lamp chim-
nevs.  After inspecting the blow department
of this flint house, the gentlemen passed into
the assorting and packing rooms, Here ey-
eryone in the party was presented with a
souvenir in the shape of engraved glassware.
Nearly every visitor was presented with &
pair of large pressed glass fruit dishes. The
product of thz flint house is about 26 cars
por week.

GOT TIRED LOOKING.

There was so much 10 see that the pariy
potually got tired looking through the dif-
ferent depurtwents and a halt was called.
1t was decaded to refresh the inper man, and
the visitors aguio climbed on board the ears,
By a ride of 27 miles and a two hours'
tramp through the factories the appetites of
the party were sharpened, and it did not
take many invitationeto get the crowd
around festive board.

New York, said: *'I
visited many of the tanks in Europe, and
am free to confess that I have never seen
auy better constructed works or more com-
plete in its details than those at Jeannoette,
The quality of glass is excellent, and I do
not see any reason why it should not be
made as cheaply here as anywhere in the
;orld. and as good as any factory need pro-

D. H. Roberts, of New York, who wasthe
first man in the East to handle pgas made
glass, said: “I have sold since the tank
started over 75,000 boxes of Chambers &
McKee's glass. The product has gone all
